report of a muffled explosion, > 
second and then a third. It was soon 
discovered that the Bank of Hartford 
was in foil possession ot proleasiona) 
bank robbers, who were frightened 
away by citizens, leaving $7,000 with- 
in hand's grasp, and only taking for 
their trouole a small bag oi silver, 
containing $too or so. 

Tools from Yaiser's blacksmith 
shop were used to prise open a back 
window ol the bank building and also 
in working tbeir way through the 
vault to tba sale, where upwards ol 
$7,000 lay. Nitro glycerine waa used 
on the vault lock also on the sate 
dorr. Both the vault and safe doors 
were blown from tbeir hinges, and 
the fixtures and furniture of the bank 
were considerably damaged. The 
Grat explosion awoke fudge J. F. Car- 
son who waa sleeping in Carson & 
Co's store, which la Grat door West of 
the bank. He arose and started lor 
the door to see what the trouble waa 
and waa met by a guard and com- 
manded to keep quiet. He immedi- 
ately gave the alarm over the 'phone 
and by the time the third explosion 
a number of the citizens were ou the 
streets. 

Several shots were fired while the 
burglars were in the bank, but the 
lact that the bank waa being robbed, 
became known and the intruders 
•ought refuge In darkaeaa. They lost 
their bearings and wandered about 
town until 4 o'clock, when Capt. 
John G Keown ran upon them at the 
junction of Washington and Clay 
streets and exchanged eight or ten 
shots with them. By thia time the 
whole community was arrouaed and 
escape seemed an impossibility. Ev- 
ery poiot in the county was notified 
by 'phone to be on guard. 

Mr. Culley Acton, Dundee, arrived 
in Hartford early with bit blood- 
hounds and a posse of forty or flity 
men followed in close pursuit the be- 
wildered and disappointed thieves.
